stamp oof Pansanms to penetrate the 
coimtry al leave their impressions. 

In these days such vovages required 
strength, fortitude, arc courare of the 
highest order. Tlow ditfercnt, how very 
ditferent, from the luxury now strround- 
ing a voyage to Greece!

under starry skies, a fairy glimpse of 
Cerigo,—the Cythera of the poets, near to 
which Venus rose from the sea—then a 
long Hine of low-lying ishunds echeloned 
toward the coast, andl there lay lefore my 
eves the [ain of Attica, surrounded hy 
hills, with “Athens, the eve of Greece,”

To every one sensitive to historical sug- 
gestion, to every one to when beanty 
makes the supreme appeal, the first sivelit 
of this trmortal | city hecomes the monsert 
at a lifetime, 

To the right rose Hymettits, fared 
now, asm ancient days, for the honey 
which the bees rifle from its flowers; to 
the left, and nearer, the island of Salanaus, 
with its deathiess memories; a bowshot 
away, Pavttalia, where Aristides and his 
lanl cot down the flower of Persian 
chivalry, after the naval hatth: of Salar ;

Landing at Diraus i oot more dis- 
agrecable than at any other Meclterra- 
nean port. “Chere is the same confusion, 
the sane noisy bontmen, the same ineffiec- 
tive harbor polie e, equally powerless with 
thase in Spam and taly te control their 
turbulent compatriots.

My friend: and 1 had deter- 
mine! that we weld scorn 
the tribes of Baedeker on 
Joanne. and not be inveigled 
into an ordered, exact trip to 
the Invely sights and scenes to 
which we looked forward; so 
it wes perhaps to oclock, 
ufter a breakfast of delicious 
fruit, with coffee and crisp 
toast and Mymettis homey, in 
which latter we cach fancwd!

that we set forth on our thrill- 
ing voyage of discovery.

named after the wife of King 
Otho—Amalia, Down this we 
wandered slowly, leaving. the 
Royal Palace on the left and 
skirting the King’s Garden, 
Hevond a distant plimpse ot 
the Acropolis, the frst classic 
IoNnene our: eves rested nn 
was the Acch of Haclrian. 
This Emperor, it will be re- 
called, was one of the princ- 
nal henefactora of Athens itt 
the web line anc character of hits 
eifts. "These embraced a wa- 
ter-supply, a reservoir which 
is in use to-day, a Library, and 
perhaps the Temple to Olym- 
pian Zeus: He also belt the | 
new city beyond the ol one, and. the 
Arch at which we looked murked the 
dividing line between the Greek and Ko- 
man towns (see illustration, page 592). 
We passed through the Arch ancl, turti- 
ine to the tight, entered the precincts of 
the Temple of Zeus.. The temple, like the 
huildings on the Acropolis, is of Pentelic 
tnarble, to which time has given an ex- 
quisite golden brawn color, especially on 
the =<ide which faces the sea, ‘Two of the 
columns stand detached like sentinels and

During my stay at Athens | was assured 
by an old Athenian that he remembered as 
a child visiting the precincts of the temple 
and carrying gifts of bread and fruit to

ATHENS HONORED VICTORS 
OF THE AGES 


IN CONTESTS 


We retraced our steps through the Arch 


of Harlrinn by a narrow street known as 
the Street of Lysierntes and which 1s 
probably the-site of the ancient Street of 
the Triporls, 

In the age of Pericles, apart from the 
athletic contests which took place at the 
Olympic and other games, there were con- 
tests tin Oratory, in Poetry, and im Music. 
Ad Athens the victor in one of these games 
was piven a brass tripod, with the privi- 
lege of erecting a pedestal on which to 
place it, somewhere in the city. 

At the end of the littl street down 
which we walked stands, in almost pris- 
tine loveliness, perhaps the only surviving 
monument of this character. It wm the 
exquisite litt structure—the oldest ex- 
tant—eretted by an Athenian, Lysicrates, 
on which to place the tripod awarded him 
as the organizer of a choir of young men 
which won a prize in vocal music in one 
of the gues in the fourth century F.C, 

This litt structure was built intu a 
convert in meieval times and was thus 
preserved from destruction. The convent 
wits standing in Byron's day and he was a 
guest there in 1BEt; it was not until some 
vears later that the monument was te- 
stored at the expense of the French Goy- 
ernment, 


TN THE THEATER OF DION YSIS 


Tt is: but a stone's throw from the Mon- 


iment of Lysierates to the Theater of 


Dienystis, or Bacchus, to give it its Ro- 
man mime (see pages 497 and 505). 

Like most Greek theaters, the tiers of 
seats are built inte the hillside, while tts 
arrangement as such that the spectators 
viewing the actors had itt the distance the 
sea; 30 that as Tragedy, “in scepter'd pall, 
cine sweeping by,” there was ever pres- 
ent to the eve an expanse of Tand and 
water to hewhten the effect produced ley 
the action of the play. 

And what names this place calls up— 
‘Eschylus, Sophocles, Rurnipides, Anstoph- 
anes—the long roll of the great ones of 
Greece ! 
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It is related of Socrates that once, when 
he was being lampooned and burlesqued 
in this theater, he rose gravely from his 
seat arnt! stood fora littl space, until the 


audience could make a comparison be- 


tween the original ancl the copy. 
The theater of to-day is Roman; the 


‘site only is from the earliest period. Tt 


will be recalled that the Romans intre- 
chieet) the stage in the modern sense: the 
(areek actors wore a high-laced boot with 
a thick sole, called a cothurnis, to raise 
them above the chorus. 


THE FRAOMENTS OF THE EXQUISITE 
VEMPLE OF WINGLESS VICTORY 

Leaving the theater, we walked slowly 
to eur goal, passing on the right the pire- 
cmets of Ascnlapins and vations remains, 
inchading the charming Odeton built by 
Hered of Attica, another Roun bene- 
factor, of the second century A. 1,, on to 
the iron gates which mark the lower pre- 
cinets of the Acropolis, Passing through 
these and walking up the long incline, we 
qime to a turning on the night and saw 


hefnre us the gates, ot Propyhea, of the 


Acropolis, 

Hich up on the right was the little Tem- 
ple of the Wingless Victory. while a cur- 
ner of the Parthenon cold be descricd 
over the retaming wall, My impatience 
was such that 1 broke into a tun, bound. 
ing up the stecp stairway which lenis 
from the outer gate of the Propylan to 
the upper level, and arrived panting on the 
platform on which ts the Victory Temple. 

Here we stood and drank in the mar- 
velous view, and then, turning, ran eur 
eves caressingly over the shrine, Nothing 
canvexceed in delicacy and charm tits ex- 
quistte little structure. Four Tonic col- 
umns, eich sere thitteer: feet in height, 
support the architrave, but so periect are 
their proportions that it is only when 


standing besule them that one realizes that 


they are twice the herght of a tall man 
This dinvinutive, yet perfect, edifice was 
demolished tw the Turks in order to build 
a bastion, and was later reconstructed with 
the fragments of the original building. 
A pleasing tradition which dies hard 
was that Victory had so constantly 
Bate ve on the Athenian banner that she 
hae lost her pinions and tad come perma- 
nently to reside ot Athens. Mowever, 
learned and cruel men have shown that 
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the Wingless Victory is really one of the 
manifestations of Athena, 

Near by is the spot from which the 
aged King Algens tock his stand to catch 
the first heart glittering on the sail of the 
returning ship in which his son Theseus 
ld sated to Crete te kill the Minotaur. 

The rest of this heroic fegencd ts fa- 


miliar te all—of the beantiiul youths ancl 


maidens destined to be devoured by the 
monster; of Thesens, their preserver, who 
penetrated inte the Labyrinth and founit 
his way out by means of a silken thread 
given hind by Ariadne, torn from her al- 
legiance by her love for the handsome 
stranger: of how. it had been agreed be- 
tween Theseus: and his father that an re- 
turning. te Athens white sails world be 
hoisted in place of the black ones to bredi- 
cate his triumph over the monster; of 
how, in the flush of victory, the young 
man forgot this, and the old futher, secing 
the black «ails and heleving his son to be 
dead, threw himself headlong from the 
rock, 

The king's name is given to the A:gean 
Sea. which a poetic fancy would have 
lapping on the crags at the font of the 
premenntary, 


VICTORY TVING TKR SANDALS, A SEASTICR- 
MRE Ih MARNLE 


Arownd the bastion-like space in former 
davs was a balustrade adotnel on the 
outer side with reliefs in marble repre 
senting Vietory in varrtows attitudes, Sev- 
eral of these have heen preserved, notably 
the Victory tying her sandal. _ 

This work, datmg from the fourth cen- 
tury §, at aomoment when Greek art 
was first manifesting a decline from the 
austere quality of the preceding century, 
iacertainiy one of the loveliest: fragments 
that have core down to us fren antiquity. 

The model was, perhaps. a young Greek 
girl of about fourteen years of age; the 
naked bexty was doubtless drenched with 
water, anil then over it was thrown a filmy 
garment which molded itself to the fiir 
young form; the artist then endeavored 
to express the vision in unyielding inarble 
(see Wustration, page S81 }. 

In this beautiful work the delicate 
curves of the badly, the soft revealing of 
the budding bosem ander the gossamer- 
like garment, the softly rounded arm,

whase deheacy of form ts vaguely sug- 
gested by the told of drapery around it, 
the eternal and radiant youth which am-

Tt was an effort to leave this spot, but 
ene had the feeling that the great moment 
was vet to come. 


IN THER SHADOW OF THE FARTITENGON 


We walked back a few yards throngh 
the upper cclonnade of the Propybea and 
before ws stood the Parthetwon in all tts 
overwhelming grandeur and severe beatty, 

There are things in this workd which 
we so love or so admire that we are loath 
to ptaise them, lest by clumsy ar 1- 
chosen eulogy we should harm or dinin- 
ish what we are fain to honor, 1 felt this 
before the Parthenon. 

Standing there, it was a pleasure to re- 
call that this monument, the epitome of 
clussie Greelke art, like that example of 4 
later Greck art, St. Sophin.at Constant- 
nope, wis really a storiiention of the 
Divine Wisdom: fer he must be a dull 
fellow who foils to see some such ides. in 
the lively myth of Athena springing, full 
srown, fully panoplied, aml with a shout, 
from the brain of Inve; as for St. Sophia, 
the nane is derived from the Greek, 
ineaning Holy Wisdom, 

We stepped inte the warm sunshine ard 
walkerl-slowly toward the temple, There 
were poppies blowing around ont feet, 
and from below cane familiar city noises. 
anitened by the distance. At several 
points artists had set up their casels ancl 
were coking mare or less successful at- 
tempts to reproduce some of the heauty 
of the place and hour. | |

There are few more touching things 


than same of the old-time memorials sul 
standing in this cemetery. Amon these 
are steles erected at the public cost to two 
atibassadors of UCoreyra who died ot 
Athens in the fourth century B.C,

There isa ridiculous lithe railway link- 
ing Athens with « small country town te 
the north called Kephisia, famous from 
classic times for its-gushing streams anil 
fiuntiins and for its coolness, even in 
the midst of an Attic summer. ‘The rail- 
way, which was committe! in recent veurs 
by a Greek company, warklers along tian 
irregular fashion. for some-miles one of 
the stations hetween Athens and Kephisia 
isa point of departure for the climls to 
the summit of Mount Penteliken, from 
which there is-a view of the entire Attic 
pilin as well as the field of Marathon. 

Leaving the railway at this station, ont 
path ted os bya gentle inetine threagh 
dlive groves and patches of pine forest to 
the very foot of the monmntin.

Heretor perhapsa half hour we climbed 
slowly over an ancient cansewny leacling

left by workmen who “downed tools”

As we went higher, the plain revealed 
itself mall ite loveliness. The Saronic 
Gulf glittered like a silver shield under 
the warm sun; Salamis, 2Eging, Porns, 
ul Phra seemed hut a litth distance 
away; tO the north the symmetrical form 
of the mountams of Enban swam into 
view. A short, rough scramble up a bar- 
ren slope and we were at the top. 

“The motntains look on Marathon anid 
Marathon Jooks on the sea,” sings Byron 
in-one of his most deeply inspired chants. 
We have our first glimpse of the plain 
irom this stmt, 4.000 feet above the 
blue waters of the Euhuean Sea.

The route covered by the Runner at 
Marathon, in: his mad Hight to bring the 
good news of victory to Athens, lav he- 
tween Mounts Pentelikon anil Hymettus 
and was about 24 miles lone fn ros 
approximately the same distance wns 
covered by the runner in the Olympic 
enitest of that year, 

This messenger of ancient days doubt- 
fess finished his course in the Market- 
place, falling lifeless there, as he uttered 
the siinple phrase, “We have won": the 
goal of the modern athlete was the rnatsg- 
nitwent stadium which now covers the site 
of the aricient structtire (see page 500). 

As is the case with other stadia, aryl 
particularly all Greek theaters, the sta- 
dite at Athens, under the plans of the 
great Lycurgus, was made by cutting 
into the hillside. While this involved the 
removal of great quaritities of earth, it 
solved ‘in some measure the problem at 
wills, The aecustics were in many in- 
stanctea of extraordinary qialtty, 

Athens owes the studium of to-day to 
the penerosity of a wealthy Greek oF 
Alexandria: it really tepresents a fe- 
theath ing: wf the old structure, and this:

There igs a: bridle anid footpath from 
Strum to skirting ‘eka cust, 


necessitating a might in the open-—not at 
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all dlinagrecalle uncer the oiled “Attic sky, 
Along this riviera are hays and inlets, each 
of which makes a special appeal, either 
in the loveliness:of its limpid water, in the 
combination of hill and sea, or else in the 
friendly forests, which come down te the 
very water's edger. 

Alwut half-way to Athens, near Vari, is 
aeave delicated to Pan and the Nymphs, 
which was visited hy Pausanias, Be 
tween Vari and Athens are mony tum 
which popular tradition gives as tombs ef 
early kings.

lt is hard net te graw enthusiastic over 
the scenery of Greece, and a werd mist 
be said here of the umistal beauty of this 
tract of cotrntry, The mountains rise on 
the right to a height of several thotsand 
feet: the roulway secns hung against the 
face of the cliff at many points, rising 
and falling to take atlvantage af the 
changing topography, now within a few 
yards of the waters of the gnif and again 
rising far above them. 

The hills are covered with pine forests 
and low scrub, tot of sufficient density to 
mar the perfection of outline. The sight 
calls upa phrase refetring to Greek ‘art, 
bet applicable to its scenery—"The aceu- 
racy of tts beauty.” Looking out over the 
sea, dancing im the sonshine and dotted 
with small craft, the eve has a sweep of 
many miles.

Toward Megara there are superl views 
of the sea and the mountains of the 
Pelopernmesis. We climbed slowly and 
finally passed near the face of an almost 
perpendicular wall of whitish tock, The 
road here is supported hy buttresses «at- 
Ing from chissie ties. 

On the cliff above us; in ancient tines, 
that well-known frechooter Shira held 
out, It will be reealled that one of his 
engaging tricks, after robbing a. traveler, 
was to compel hon toowash his feet, and to 
kick the wretch into the sea below while 
thas employed, Our revengeful spirit: is 
gratiied by the knewledge that Theseus 
paid the old villain in his own coin, 

Al few miles before reaching Corinth, 
the row erisses the [sthrnian Canal, 
Which suepests a sword-cut im the brown 
earth, This was excavated between 1881 
idl pha and links the Golf of Corinth 
with the Saronic Gulf, thus shortening 
the journey from the Admate to Piriens 
by mere than 2oo miles. The iden of the

canal was by no means a new one; tt was 
seriotsly entertained under Cesar, Nero, 
and Hadriatt (see illustration, page 500). 


WHERE LAMA RACTICED Wik WILTS 


AN short distance from the eastern end 
of the canal ts Cenchrem, which was in 
classic times the Saronic port of Cormth, 
(in the read psn the two cities one 
of the earliest “yamps’” in history, tamed 
Lamia, Met a iat 1 of Corinth named 
Lyeius, to his undoing—aide Keats. The 
Lamian method ts recommender to eur 
miWem motion-picture artists as being 
equally effective and far more artistic 
than the Saint Vitusian whgele and crawl 
that now characterizes. their srt. 

Not far from the bridge may be traced 
the mins of a tramway on which in 
ancient times small craft and merchan- 
dise were dragged acrass the Leth. 

The Isthrian games, held biennially, 
took place here and were gainer ire- 
qiaerrteel Try the Athenians, their instin- 
tion lieing commenly assigned to Theseus, 

‘Two notable historical events are con- 
nected! with this spot. Here Alexnancer 
the Gipeat, before starting on his. vexpeli- 
tion against Persia in BL Cy 336, canbe 
himself to be hailed as the leader of all the 
(reeks. More thon a century later a 
Roman cian) announced to assembled 
Grecks that Imperial Rome had vouch- 
sated to then the gift of independence. 
“Tis Greece, hut living Greece no more.” 

Shortly after crossing the canal we 
enter New Corinth, a modern town of 
sixmit $000 prople, which was laid out 
scime seventy years ig, following the die 
struction of the old city by an earthquake. 

Deminating the landscape for miles 
atancds the symuinetrically shaped mionn- 
tain known as Acrocorinth, crowned to- 
dav by merievil battlements, the work of 
military engineers in the service of Venice 
anti ‘Turkey and representing the Inst 
witrd im the art of their tine—d¢lacis, 
rivelin, curtain, revetment, scarp and 
counterscarp, redan. | 

From: the earliest cays this bold sum- 
mit, which tises nearly 2,000 feet above 
the plun, has been a sacred and pmportant 
spot. Here was a- temple to Venus, of 
which a few fragments still remain; at 
the top is the spring Pirene, which legend 
tells ws gushed forth at a stroke from the 
heat af “Pesistis:

The view from this heyht i one of the 
finest in Greece. ‘To the south ovr onee 
commands the valleys and hills ot Argolis. 
To the north we look acress the town, 
Tying far below us, on to the glossy sur- 
iace of the Corinthian Gulf ; farther ta 
the north, and most imposing in its pran- 
deur, is Parnasaws, which mises its head, 


snow-clad tntil far into the spring; to the

In the spring and auninm the outlook 
aver the fertile plain is a joy to behold,

A JOURNEY TO DELPOL 


From Piras to lrea, the port of [el- 
phi, small Greek steamers ply daily, mak- 
img the vovage in fibout eight hours. It 
js only a few miles on horseback, car- 
riage, or foot from the port to the site of 
the temple, while from Delphi one may 
ride or drive through the ranges of Par- 
assis to a point on the railway linking 
Athens and the north, whence the return 
journey to the capital is made m a few 
hours. But of all-this mere anon. . 

We left the Pirens early on a May 
morning. “Chere was soll a dashof fresh- 
ness tn the air which made one welcome 
the warm sunshine, The cecnirae lay he- 
tween Salamis amd J@eina, straight to the 
mouth of the Corinth Canal, 

Om our left lay a growpeof ishinds, be- 
girming with Pente Nisia (the Pelops oi 
the ancients), while hevond were too le 
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seen the mountains of Argolis. On the 
right was the coast to which we have re- 
ferred in the excursion to Corinth. 

Cin arriving at the mouth of the canal 
we were alle to enter almost immedi- 
alcly, and the four miles were traversed 
in about twenty mmutes, 

(nee in the Conanen Gili, the sere 
veseel plunged ahead, having on one side 
the feriibe grout coast, beyond which 
lay a range of gricduaterl heights, sod on 
the right, and in full view throughout the 
day, the onbroken mountain range, with 
the thrilling sunimits of Helicon, Parnas- 
sits, mili et pleadbient 

The day went as such days go, every 
few minutes being muirked by some new 
hesuty ofr Sor ch spect of interest, The 
sin Was sinking hevond the hills when oer 
craft turned its head into the hay of [tea 
and the lights began to twinkle on the 
rocks over the bitth town, 


A MUDEMS GHERK DANCE 


We landed ina small boat and repaired 
towne of the numerous coffee shops which 
front the shore. Ina few minutes we 
were sorrounded by a'cirrious but friendly 
crowd, ameng then quite a number who 
had been in America or who had friends 
there. With their help we were soon able 
io cortplete onr bargain for a carriage, 
and, throwing in eur baggage, we started 
for the hone of the Oracle. 

We rede on in the gathering gloom 
through a succession of olive gar 
vinewards which cover the eritire plu. 
At the end of an hour the road began to 
ascend sharply, and here it was duggested 
that we might take a short cut op the full- 
side and arrive in advance of the carriage. 

With a Greek boy—aAristides Epiglot- 
tis—ne guile we stirted off. It was now

would be called in olden times the min 
parlor, perhaps twenty men, by ther dress 
all peasants, dancing to a singular meas- 
tre, Hands Sane in @ long line, the 
leader, with a handkerchief in his free 
hand, making what seemed to be several 
steps forward and two tnick,  Ohcusron- 
ally he uttered a sharp cry, whieh might 
have been a dancing direction.

We were off to bed shortly after dinner, 
ns our exploration was to begin at an 
early hour, 1 hal foreseen a profounil 
sleep, lot the Oracle, doubtless resenting 
the presence of moderns near her sanectu- 
ary, qicked out several chyice dreams 
with which te havnt mv slamber, These 
were not of an entirely disagreeable na- 
ture, [name af them the Qrucle, sittme 
at the foot of my bed and with features 
strikingly suggestive of these of my col- 
ared maniny—dlead 30 weurs syne—fore- 
tok! a brillant career for me. 

As the Nubian to question bad never 
while living predicted anything but the 
gallows as my reward, the wild improl- 
ability of stich a thine coating from ber 
lips was such a shock as to wake me np, 
In my second slumber I successfully 
strangled the Python and-awoke with the 
hedpost firmly clutched in my hands and 
the warm sunshine flooding my room. 

Delphi, to describe tt georaphically 
and exactly, is on the steep southern 
slopes of Mount Parnassis, The genern| 
view sttegests the auditurmm of a it- 
gantic theater, set fora tragedy of ‘Titnns, 
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“creat clouds like ushers leans, Crea- 
tio looking on” (see page GOS). 

The rock barrier to the north has been 
cleft ly same convulsion of nature, and 
through this opening flow the waters ot 
the Castalian spring, where pious pilgrims 
went through the ceremonial purification 
before proveading to the sanctutry. | 

By the ancients this spot was considered! 
the center of the world and was called 
“the navel of the earth.” From remotest 
times Delphi, under the name of [ytho, 
was a place of pilgrimage, At a certain 
point in the side of the hill was an open- 
ing in the ground, from which froth time 
to time noisome vapors arose. These 
were srid to have the power to intoxicate 
hystiniders, 

A temple was lilt about this one 
Inmediately over it was a ywolden tripod 
on which sat a- prophetic virgin, later a 
matron, whose words unintelligible, ex- 
cept to the inttiated, were taken down and 
subsequently communicate, in hexameter 
verse, to the inquirers lw the temple 
priests. | | 
It will he recalled that the ambiguity of 
these utterances saved the reputation of 
the priests in douhttal cases. In the vesti- 
hile were carved! the farnous sayings of 
the sever) sages: “Koow thyself” and 
“Nothing too ‘tooch.” 


IMMENSE THEASUBE WAS DEPOSITED IN 
THE TRMVLE 


The treasure contained im the temple 
tinst have heen inumense; for, apart trom 
the rich offerings presented to it by kings 
and -private incdividwals, many of the 
Greek states made tt the depositary wf 
their most valuable possessiotis, 

The retains seen to-day are those of 
the structure @rected) im the fourth cen- 
tury B.C, Earthquakes and floods and 
the hand of man have deme their worst, 
until there is now bit litth left of what 
aust have been a structure of unusual 
veauty ina land of wonderful Inuildings 
(see Mhastration, page 558). 

On every side are seen, in varying de- 
grees of preservation, temples and treas- 
urits exemplifying a variety of Greek 
architecture; these were either offerings 
or served as treasure-houses of various 
Oreck. states. 

One of the most charming of the latter 
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is the familiar ‘Treastiry of the Athenians, 


which is a sthall Dorie structure said to 
have been erected with the booty captured 


xt Matrathin, 


Not far distant stands the Stoa of the 
Athenians, Along its walls are carved in- 
scriptiogs decicxting certain slaves to the 
service Of Apollo, This was a Greek 
method of cmanciating slives, since one 
dedicated teu the service wf the god be- 
came tis own earthly master. — 

The theater at Delphi is stil in an-ex- 
cellent state of preservation, From the 
Seats One COMITAHS & view across time 11) 
the vallee. Far below lies the mal over 
which the pilyrims passed. The acoustics, 
as is whim with ancient (rreek structures, 
are almost perfect, and the effect of 
heats’ Ode, though saul here in-an alien 
tongue, had rare potency and charm.

The people are very prowd of the small 
group of birch trees growing In the valley 
hack of the town, the only trees for 
mrad. | 

While wandering over the hills viewing 
the aun at midnight, we found numerous 
violets and other flowers growing among 
the rocks. The principal fuel ts dried 
pent, which is burned in srall stoves spe- 
cially constructed for this purprese, 

The houses are snuill frame buildines, 
often thatched with turf, and most of the 
homes have ninerous indoor plants and 
flowers, which serve to cheer up the long 
winter months when the sun bas disap- 
peared or shines for only a few hours at 


A FIX®TSU DATE 


At Hammerfest we enjoyed the un- 
nstial experience of a Finnish bath, One 
er two of the houses in town are specially 
constructed! for this purpese. 

Built into the wall in the bathroom ts 
a stove niade of large-stones, which forms 
a homemade furnace. The fire in the 
stove heats the stones very hot, and when 
water is thrown upon them the roam 1s 
soon filled with steam. As the hath pro- 
gresses and the bathers, three or four be- 
ing taken care of by one attendant, be 
come warmed up, more and more water 
is thrown pen the hot stones, 

A series Of shelves’ in one end of the 
room enables the heather to merense the 
degree of heat by climbing up nearer and 
nearer the ceiling, until on the top shell 
he may suffocate if he raises hrs heart ton 


high, Next he is secured and sernbbed 
down with vevetable sponges and 


pounded with bradles of awitehes, which 
are wielded with no gentle hand, until he 
finally is ready te leave the steam-room. 

Then, after several buckets of mereas- 
ingly colder water have been thrown upon 
him, he is treated at last to a shower of 
ice-cold water direct from the glacier 
hack of the village.

Sailing from Hammerteést on July 25, 
we little dreamed of the war clouds which 
were already gathering over Europe, We 
were intending to sail castward into the 
Kara Sea beyond Novaya Zemlya, but 
after rounding North Cape we. were 
headed off by a northeast wind, 


SUITSHREGEN, A LAND OF PERPETUAL 
SNOW AND ICE 


As time was short, it was deculed. to 
push north as far as possible, wp mto the 
“Whaler’s Bight,” west of Spitsbergen, a 
triangular area with the small angle tu 
the north, kept open for a few months: 
during the summer by a branch of the 
watm North Atlantic Drift, 

Cn july 30 we were becalmed in sight 
of Bear Island, and the next day we 
sighted qur first ice, About two hours 
after sailing through a group of “growl 
ers,” or small detached icehergs, we met 
the solid pack which had drifted down 
out of Stor Fjord, around South Cape of 
Spitsbergen, and extended 30 miles west- 
ward, It was necessary to tack back to 
the south again for ro miles to avord this 
eet. 

Qn retucting agnin to the northward 
we cleared the pack and bad great hopes 
of reaching &o degrees north before the 
ice should compel a retin. Sailing along 
the coast of Spitsbergen, with its Jofty 
needle peaks clothed to the surumit with 
a perpetual mantle of white, the 50-mule- 
wide valleys fled with glacters tlowie 
into the sea and blocking the bays aa 
harhors with hnge icebergs, was an im- 
pressive experience. | 

About 4 o'clock im the murning a-scuth- 
erly gale hepan to. blow, threatentng to 
force us into the solir polar ice pack or to 
block our return te the south. 

Visions of being Gompelled to winter in 
this desolate place with our limited sup 
phes and light equip nent began to stare 
win the face. We realized our danger 
and at once turned about and began our 
five-days" stragele te force our way 
southward against the teeth of the gale.

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Canterbury Plain as it sweeps west ward 
toward the lofty mountain ranges along 
the weal coast, if is one of the most pic- 
turesque harbors in the world. 

We found the people thoughtful and 
hospitable, even though practically every 
family hed a son or daughter ot the war 
front, many af whom already hod) fallen 
during the terrille campaym at Gallipols, 

Here we made final preparation for 
the most strenuows trip. the Carmegw had 
ever undertaken, 4 & cITcuiTmnvigation ad

At New York a belt of lrass plate a 
quarter of an inch thick and four feet in 
width had been placed on the vessel's 
hull at the water line as a4 protection 
arminst Hoating ice, At Lyttelton other 
precmuitions were taken to guard agamst

We passed along the north const of 
liwisay lstand about three miles from 
share, obtaming a good view of this 
lonely, desolate pice, with its deep mantle 
oF snow and jee surrocncdedl with wrecked 
ineherys which had come t) triefoon its 
shoals, The land 1s only four-and-a-halt 
miles lom and i almost entirely covered 
with glaciers. 

We bad no odifientty in locating the 
lara When our reckoning place! it 
almut 10;miles southeast-of the vessel, we 
were able to locate it in the proper direc- 
Hon, ithe midst of a driving cloud anil 
fee bank which serrounded the inne, by 
noting the white streak of a glacier which 
remained!) fixed in position and outline, 
A’ delegation of 416 peur came out to 
greet us, and these were the only ones 
ste in this vicinity, 

The only sign of human kind seen on 
the entire trip of four months, except at 
Sentl) Georg, was the naked body of a 
dead man footing in the open sea between 
Heard ant Kerguelen Islancds, far from 
land ane renite from any regular steamer 
routes. Stormy weather and thick ie 
wevented cur sighting Thoampsen and 
Hover Islands and cormpelled te to dnt 
a contemplated stop at Kerguelen [stard. 


HEAVY STORMS HOITH OF THE GHEAT 
AUSTEALIAN BIGICT 


The stormiest period of the trip awaited 
us south of the Great Australian Plight, 

A. stiri at se is an awe-inspiring: ex- 
perience and is always o time of anociety 
mntil the femper and fury of the wind

Then, after a loll the storm seems to

iin and break eho the man at the wheel. 

Bat the vessel is staunch and rides on, 
emerging from the heavy seas with water 
pouring from every scnpper. with huge 
waves alternately slapping her on the bow 
and jounding her on the stern, of climb- 
ing cin board in an effort to awamp her, 
Xo sails can be set, ane she scuds along 
at full speed umler bare poles If the 
storm is tuo severe, the vessel is stopped 
and “hove to,” and with head wp ite the 
wind she rides the waves like a citeck, 

Finally the anxiously watched lmrom- 
eter begins to tise, the winil melerates 
and shifts, the sky begins to clear, anil 
the seas, disappointed, bafiled, and prow! 
ing, subside, The vessel is headed up to 
her course, the til sitls bepin to shaw 
themselves onc at a time, qunicl at list we 
ire again on our way, watching the [a- 
roaneter ant! sky for indications of the 
next storm. 


FIeTY-TWO DAYS OF CALE WHILE CIRCUM- 
NAVIGATING THE ANTARCTIC 


Lvttelton was reached on April t, 1916, 
after jis days. atsea, The total distance 
from Littelten around to Lattelton agam 
wos 17.084 miles, giving an average of 
145 miles. per day. Diring this: period 
we hatl gales on s2 days, half af them 
reaching hurricane toree. 

We were passed by a continual proces- 
aon od! Greular storms moving sro! 
the Anterctic Continent fron west to 
east; Always with a decreasing atmos: 
pheric pressure, we would have sortherly 
winds shifting to the northwest and blow- 
ing hank As the pressure began to M- 
crease, the wind shifted to southwest, 
Lilowine a-@nle if the rise was rapul.

FASTER ISLAND, THE UNSOLVED MYSTERY 
Of THE PACTFIC 


Easter Esland, or Rapanui, is located in 
the eastern part of the South Pacihec 
Ocean, about (400 miles east af Pitcairn 
and about 2.000 miles west of Chile. It 
contains about 50 square miles, and has 
heen aptiy deserbed as a heap of stones 
and lava. 

Tt has no harbors, no trees except a 
few fi trees, and oo running water, 
Cisterris, wells, and a few springs of fresh 
water on the heach, uncovered at low tile 
awl fed from the lakes in the extinet 
eraters; fornish the water supply. Some 
of its volcanic peaks reach an attitude of 
1,800 feet, 

The climate is alovst ideal, being niciat 
amd temperate, the southeast trade wind 
blowing for a major part of the year, 
Tananas, sigar cane, cotton, toblcen, 
sweet potatoes, Melons, purapkins, pane- 
tipple, corn, and tomatoes gre grown in 
stall quantities: More than three-fourths 
af the tsland is pasturage Jared, the rest 
being covered with broken law, 

The 200 natives are aombeed race, being 
if Polynesian descent, but in later years 
they have heen much changed by mixture 
with white whalers and traders, There 
seems little organization among them, as 
they five no chiefs and all five in the 
same village as one larye fanny. 

The Chilean Governor, an od French- 
man and a Greek sulor, who ts tnager 
of the ranch, were the only white people 
on the island, ‘The live stock consisted

sure it is getting a good article, 
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of 4.000 cattle, 8,000 sheep, and goo 
horses, There are no exports except 
hules; every five years selected animals 
are killed for their hides and the meat is 
thrown away. The island belongs to 
Chile, hut com, unication with the main- 
land is very icregular, a vessel emg sent 
out usuilly once a yenr, However, often 
tw vears poss without new sopplies, 

When we arrived no ship had reached 
the island from Chile fer more than a 
year and a hali, and the yeneral store 
contiined only one tin of heresene and 
ax tins Of sarrhines, Clothing of any de- 
scription and soap were at a hieh pre- 
mum, The requests for the later finolly 
became overwhelming, some women even 
comme to is with American or English 
gold in outstretched hands, begging for a 
cake. 

In order to satisfy as many needs tis 
posstile and as chickens were plentiful, 
theteh very small, a fair and sntisiactory 
Tate of exchanre was finally adopted. A i 
who had chickens could pet soap at the 
rate of two chickens for one cake of this 
important article, We built a coop on 
the quarter-deck and had fried chicken 
for tiny weeks after leaving the island. 


TRADING WITH THE SATIVES 


Small images, made to imitare the haygre 
statues for which the island is famous, 
and other corios were traded for any 
articles of clothing which could be spared. 
Some of the trices were: one good image 
for two pots oF paint; one image not quite 
steohl for one pair of old trousers: native 
carrying cameta on horsetack one day 
for one stall piece of rope to tie his horse: 
coe collection af ancient obsidian spear 
Jrotnts and war hatchers for one old: sti 
of clothes; one small collection af spear 
points for six cigarettes; one small image 
for ome shirt, and the shirt must be thay 
work by the trader, as the native thas feels 
nin on heard had to change shirts three 
times in an ifternecn, 3 

The ishiders take great care of their 
boats, pease them to bin fish for foue 
and to catch porpoises for the oi] tsed in 
their lamps. A festure of the New Year's 
Day celebration was a boat-race. The 
entry of the crafty old Greek sailor

MYSTERIOUS STATUES, GRAVEYARDS; AND 
CAVE DWELLINGS OF AN ANCIENT BRACE 


Severn! trips cn horselmck were made 
to the eastern end of the island, a distance 
of about (2 miles from the anchorage in 
Cooks Hay, to-see the linge states scat- 
tered over the plain and up the slope of 
the image mountain, Rano Rarakn, The 
ihipressive- scene a5 we rode over the hill, 
and the images on the hillside across the 
valley came into view, will never be fur- 
potten. With one accord we drew. rein 
and gazed spellbouncl. 

‘These huge statues, staring at 1s out of 
unsecing eyes; with somber, austere ex- 
pressions and unsmiling lips, seemed al- 
most bhutan As our imaginatim pic 
tured the scene of a bygone day, with the 
valley and hillside alive with activity, we 
had a feeling that we were not alone. 
Vet their silence remained unbroken, giv- 
ing no hint of the secrets which they have 
lern quarcing for cenhiries,* 

Digging into the graves at the foot of 
the large tmage pation near Ruano Ka- 
raku, we found ommerous skulls with 
cutis geometric desigos carved on the 
foreheads, indict that they had been 
chiefs, One skull wis unearthed prt 
n fully formed tooth Peonertig spt 
into the center of the nose, The jaws 
seemed to be normal in shape and to have 
the usual munber of teeth mm normal po- 
sitive, 

In another part of the island are the 
renimins of stone houses or caves ianlt into 
the hillsitle, partly underground, in a re- 
niarkatile state of preservation, some be- 
img too feet Jong by 20. feet wide, with 
walls five feet thick and five feet high. 
They are very skillfully Innilt of large 
fiat stones taid In courses and fitted to- 
gether in the manier of roof tiles, the

rooms being lined on the inside with ay 
right slabs on which are painted hiero- 
lyphic figures representing birds aryl 
animals, The doorway is quite low, the 
dweller bemy compelled to enter on hands 
and knees. The lava rocks near these 
cave hotises are curiously carved into 
resemblances of various animals with 
bird heads, 

The Governor detailed for us an in- 
teresting tradition of the bird cult of these 
ancient peaples, It differs somewhat from 
other versions, but refers to a ceremony 
earned out anrivally in former times. 

‘The people who lived in these cavelike 
hones and who mace the carvings on the 
rocks seemed to have worshiped a. ocr- 
tain sea bird. 

Every spring the men who wished to 
rule the tribe were contestants im a pe 
cuiliar race. About one-half mile from 
the southwest point of the main island 
a small isiand, known as Motu [ti, or 
Needle Rock, about 100° feet high, with 
very steep sides, The one who swam 
across the channel, climbed to the top of 
this rock, secured the first eyyy laid by this 
sacred bird, and returned safely ahead 
of his competitors, was chosen to he chief 
for the ensume venr. 

Frequently many lives were lostin. the 
heavy surf. A big feastand pageant cele- 
brated the election, and the eges obtained 
by the successful contenders were pre- 
ceryved| in the temple. 


CHRISTMAS DINNER ON FASTER ISLAND 


Rats antl a species of quail or grouse 
were mumeroas on the island. The quail 
are usually hunted with dogs, who locate 
ther in the grass, and the birds are then 
killed with a stone accurately thrown. 
The Governor's native servant, 2 boy of 
fifteen, calle) Indio, brought m some two 
dozen binds im about one hour by this 
method of hunting, and we had fresh 
qual for our Christmas dinner ashore, 

The natives all speak Spanish in ad- 
dition to their awn mative Innguare. They 
gather around the Governor's house when 
struigers are there, watching everything, 
the windows and doors being full ot faces. 
All seem good-natured and care-free. 

When the Governor was through with 
the cigarette which had been given him, 
he would pass tton to his chief assistant,

We took the Governor's letters and 
posted them at Buenos Aires, but not one 
of the varius letters left at Kaster Islanel 
lw our party, to be tailed on the next 
vessel to call, has ever reached its destina- 
tion, Perhaps they were lost before the 
tirival of the next steamer, which came 
ahout six months later, or the valuable 
Rapanui stamps may have proved too 
great an attraction if the letters passed

From Easter Istind the Carnegie pro- 


ceeded around Cape Horn once more and 


reached Fuenos Aires March 2, 1g17. As 
we hol sailed from the United States be- 
fore the presidential election the previous 
November, we did not know that Ppesi- 
dent Wilson had heen reélected sntil we 
arrived m Arpentina, 

Ohing to the entry of the United States 
inte the war, it was deemed best to de- 
tain the vessel there until December, when 
she began her return tap to Washington, 
going back around Cape Horn, throvgh 
the Pacific Ocenn and Panama Canal, 
reaching Washington in June, 1918, 

Ohwing to special duties during the war 
assigned to the Department of Terrestrial 
Marnetism, plans. for future ocean work 
were not made until aiter the close of 
1918, and the Coracgit remained at Wash- 
ington. cat of commission, anti) prepara- 
tons for Crouse Vio were begun, in agig. 


NUMEROUS TIKES BORED THE VESEEL 
AT SEA 


In October the vessel sailed for Dakar, 
Senegal, French West Africa. ‘Storms 
and ram sqcalls, regular Gulf Stream 
weather, attended tres all the way across 
the North Atlantic to the Azores. 

Derisg this trip a British steamship 
came out of her course to have o look at 
ws, stluted ws with three blasts of the 
whistle and by dipping her flag, cottrtestes 
to which we rephetl i kind. 

We had better weather atter leaving 
the Axores, and durty the calms we 
amused ourselves by dipping wp some:of 
the sarpisso seaweed front the surtace 
ai the water, We would tml many small, 
highly colored crabs, about the s2e of 
ene’s litth finger nail, and tiny shrimp 
hiding. in the weed.

Frequently small birds would fall on 
deck exhausted, having been blawn hen- 
dreds of miles to sea ahead of some storm. 
After resting and being given water and 
fol, ther would usually fly away agai, 

A large owl tried his best to find on the 
deck one stormy day, but was very tinned 
and hesitant because of the people. He 
would first fy along on the port side antl 
then he would try the other side, fee- 
quently becoming drenched by the waves, 
which also were tryme to come on hoard. 
At Inst he flew too tar forward, inti the 
down draft to the lee-of the foresarl, and 
was blown inte the water in front of a 
huge wave, and disappeared. | 

Whales were often seen and at times 
would sport aml play about the bow of 
the vessel, apparently wishimg to le neagh- 
horly, sanding ther huge lmlk with quicl 
and graceful case. We overtook one just 


‘as he was lowing, and bis sarprise at 


our presence and nearness was so -great 
that with a mighty splash he sounded. 
li be kept up his speci! and direction he 
never stopped wotil he struck bottom. 





A “HARMATTAS OFF THE COAST OF 
AFRICA 


When more than i220 miles from the 
Afnetin coast, we meta farmatian, or 
sandstonm. ‘The hot easterly winds hlow- 
ing across the Sahara Desert carry. fine 
particles of red sand far out to sea, filling 
the air and coverme the sails and rigging 
ef the ship with a coat of fine red dust, 
Moisture collects about each particle, 
forming a dense fog; the sum cannot be 
seen until m reaches an altitude of 5 
degrees or more, and the horizon is not 
more than half a tile chstant. 

Under these condinons the navigator 
must mensure the alutude: of the sun 
from a position as ner the surface of 
the sen as possible, correcting for the 
nearness of the horizon. 

For four days we were sailing through 
this harmattan, yet we picked up sound- 
ings off Cape Verde prectsely as ex- 
pected. 

After we had remained “hove te” for 24 
hours on account of the fog, the weather 
cleared tor a few hours im the moerriurig, 
long enough to permit ws to make port,

Cur visit to Western Australia re- 
minded us of our own western United 
States in the early days. This 15 a new 
cauntry, the active settlement dating. back 
to the dis¢overy of gold in 1885, but agri- 
cilture was tot evun to any extent until 
1903 and Toad. 

The history of Australia thus resem- 
bles that of the United States. Settled 
first in the east, the west, reached only by 
witer totes, was litth known tntil the 
discovery of gold caused a mish of set- 
tlers and prompted the building of a 
transcontinental railroad, _ | 

We were inspressed with the beauty 
and profusion of the wild flowers, all of 
which were unknown tous im the United 
States. “These included the wattle, which 


hlooms in timmy varieties; the fragrant 
liaronia, the red and green kangaroo paw, 
the many different kinds of orchids, the 
wax flower, and the everlastmgs, which 
mantle the country for miles at a stretch. 

The interior of Austrolm contams mo 
motintain rati¢es of any size, has no witer- 
shed, and antl the water sapply problem 
is solved, this part of the country will re- 
Tain practically nonproductive. Thus, 
at the famous Kalgoorlie gold mines, twa 
cities, with their thousands of people, are 
dependent for them water wpon a supply 
pumped up from a reservoir near the 
coast, at Perth, through steel jipes, over 
a distance of about 340 miles. 

We vistted the magnetic observatory 
of the Department of Terrestrial Magnet- 
inti at Watheroo, in the midst of a sandy 
tla, where the emu, the kangaroo, ancl 
the wallaby roam at will. 

Wandering over this sandy waste, m 
the midst of scrubby trees and bushes, 
trying to shoot the swiftly moving kanga- 
roo, we would pause in wonder at the 
beautiful orchids smiling up from the 
sand at our feet.

We recalled our visit here in 1905 and 
1906, when we first saw the coconut or 
robber crah, known locally as the Panning 
island flea, brilliantly colored with mottled 
red, with a spread of 24 inches between 
the tips of ts claws and a body 12 inches 
long. Tt lives on cocenuts and clinhs the 
trees to sever the stems, allowme tie mits 
to fall te the grown, some go feet below. 
It then descends the tree, and with its 
powertul claws slowly tears the husk from 
the aut until the shell is exposed at the 
enil where the three holes weet. 

Dreaking the shell with a few quick 
hlows of the lieavy claw, it is seon en- 
joying a feast of the lisctous white meat 
of the mart, 

The natives often, hunt the crab ‘by

AL the 
hones on the narrew strip of land were 
soun swept away, and the people had just 
suficient time to lnunech their large beats 
in the lagoon, where they spent the night, 
ding ont the storm in safety, with their 
hoats ted with long ropes to the Linger 
coconut trees, When we arrived they 
were just getting their houses relailt with 
lumber brought from New Zealand, 


A NATIVE DAKCE ARRANGED FOR THE 
WISITORS 


The natives arranged a dance for us. 


This is their one form of amusement and 
entertainment, They bad a-regular team, 
ten bows and tetgirts, who went through 
an elaborate cimce in purfect tinison. One 
ef the loys was the leader and announced 
the changes on an lowttewain's whistle, 
while the time and music were furnished 
lv a band of men and boys beating on 
weird ocr ol woeden tTeaonators, 
whose dowd, shrill notes could be heard 
for tiles. 

Bach dancer stands alwne, and the evo- 
lutwmns depend langely itpon the supple- 
ress of ankle, knee, aan hip. 

As we were leaving, after distrilmting 
gifts of tobacco, fowl, and clothing, the 
tiatives lined) up to shake hands, loalmg 
us with gifts of pearl shells, mats, fans, 
and strings of heads, some even giving us 
the hats they were wearing, The girls 
gave us their bead necklaces. 

The chief industries on these islinds 
are the withering of the nuts: from the 
dense groves of coconut palms which 
cover all the visible land, making the 
copra, and diving in the lagoons for pearl 
shells, Some lananas aul papayas were 


ah 


growing near the village arid neoriy all 
these islands have their pugs and chickens. 

We arrived git Ajna, Western Samea, 
Inte in Jane, after stopping for mai] and 
supplies at Pago Pago, ‘The Western 
Samoan Eslands aré now under the tman- 
date of New Zealand, and a visit to the 
Hiagnetic, meteorological, and atmospheric 
electric observatory located at Mulino, 
just outside of Apia, was the chiet object 
of our stop here. 

We were entertained in Robert Louts 
Stevenson's old home at Vailima, which 
is now the Governor's residence. We went 
switnming by moonlight in the artificial 
pool which Stevenson had belt in a beau- 
titul place back of his: home, hollowed out 
in. the bed of the shady mountain stream 
of clear, cool, sparkling water, just at the 
foot of a little cascade, where one may 
play in the caress of the natural shower. 
pa aid tuged by the strome, yet gentle 
mms of the falling water. 

A gate has been built in the retammg 
iam, so. that the pool may be filled or 
‘emptied at will. 

Almost overhanging this pool is a 
motintain which was Stevenson's favorite 
haunt, the crest overlooking his honve and 
facing « beatiful outlook over the town, 
harbor, and coast. “The winding pathway 
leading to the top is steep and is over- 
hung with tropical vegetation. 

At the very summit, m2 Tittle cleared 
epace, in the midst of this tropical jungle, 
stimrotndedd with lieautiful red libascus 
blodme, Stevenson and his wife lie tasried. 


UNIQUE FIBHING METHODS 


Ditring oir lettre menents we visited 
the “jumping rock” and joined the native 
girls in their rumning leap from the Imink 
far ont over the stream, to plunge 40 feet 
to the surface of the deep pool below, at 
the foot of a waterfall, 

We wandered cut over the coral reet 
and watched the riatives fishing. One 
would hold-a short net over the outer end 
af an opening in the reef. while his com- 
penn wintld drive the fish into the net 
i thrusting a long pole mta the water as 
he walked along one side of the oper. 

The wotnen were hunting among the 
small cmeks in the reef for cuttle-hsh, 
which they consider a great delicacy. 
Armed only with a long, sharp stick, they 
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SAILING THE 


Contraste] with the industry of the 
WHIneT. we Siw a native man, clothe 
with a soiled piece of calicd twisted abwit 
his waist, sitting alone on the warm sand 
af tht beach in the shade of the palm 
trets, gazing out over the surf. Appar- 
enthy unatile to concentrate lis thoughts, 
he decided to have a smoke, Glancing 
around, he selevted a dry stick, split it, 
and, rubbing one part on the other let- 
surely tint a groove had beets formed anc 
a small pile of powdered wood had heen 
collected atoonevend, he suddenly began 
moving one stick rapidly back and forth 
tr the groove of the other until the heat 
thus generated started the powdered wonel 
to smoking ankl glowing. 

Twisting ai small Inindle of dried 
hanna ard comermnt pai lay leaves, he set 
this on fire by chimping the plowing pale 
of wed powder upon it-and holdmpe rt 
upto the breexe, Wher it was well ablaze 
he placed it on the ground and hewan 
ling twigs atid branches over rt until he 
had a fire going. Then, searching anmnid 
the debris at his side, he selected a long 
piece of dry lmnana leaf and spht it to 
proper width; next he tore mt off and laid 
it upon his knee, Reaching into the 
twisted piece of calico alomt ls waist, he 
pulled ott a roll of tobacco leat, selecterl 
a small amount, replaced the balance, ane 
leisurely rolled the tolmeco) in the piece 
of dried banana leat, fashinnmg a ¢iga- 
rette some six iiwhes-in leneth, 

Picking up one of the glowing twigs 
trom the fire, he was soon enjawme his 
Jong smoke. All this.was done withoatt 
inoving from lis position, and apparently 
he wes obliwiows of the foreigner who 
was seated on the sand. not tar distant 
watching the whole performance. ‘This 
does. the native break the monotony of 
existence m the South Seas, When he 
tires of smukmg, be will rest and philose- 
plize again.

steering gear, or “jury-rudlder.” 





HOMEWARD ROUND 


Coming op through the southeast trades 
toward Panama, we saw numbers of the 
wandering albatross, Cape pageins, los’ 
birds, whales, porpiises, bonitos, and fly 
ingfish. Frequently in the morning Mike, 
the cat, would have that satisfied Inok 
which comes after a full meal, and the 
fins and tails of several flying. fish found 
on deck told the story. Doutithess, at- 
tructed by the ship's lights, they had flown 
an board during the night. | 

Many specimens of marine life world 
came to the surface of the sea during 
calms, Hidden beneath the tivy Portu- 
guese tman-of-war, or pliysalia, we would 
find several tiny Tittle fish, less than one 
inch in length, very highly colored, the 
botiant bhoe stripes contrasting vividly 
with the rich silver sheen of their senles.
